But they are not ‘asked ‘to. contribute any- 
thing to the cost of the Navy. What they 
dre asked for.is a contribution of £100,000 
on account of the garrison, & sum’ which 
‘amounts to abouta quarter of one per cent. on 
the annual trade of the Colony, to eay nothing 
of the vast amount of immovable’ property 
which has to be protected. This cannot’ be 
considered a very excessive premium to pay 
for the insurance .afforded., In England 
the. proportion the coat of tho Army 
and’ Navy bears to the trade ja. about 
four and half per cent.
